The district attorney then said it had been cus 
tomary in cases of this kind to aliow the jury one 
day to make urrangemeuts relative to business 
matters, and therefore asked for an adjournment 
until to-morrow. seovilie rose aud disclaimed all 
and any responsibility for papers wrilie andgieen 
out by Guiteau tothe press. Cuiteau sprang to his 
fvet, and inan excited manner said: ‘I desire to 
be heard. Lappearhere in dual capacity, first as 
au prisoner, and second as counsel, and I want to 
have a fital say in this matter. When I want 
counsel the court can assign them, That paper was 
uitdressed to the legal profession, and I[ expect 
many responses. I want it understood that I ap- 
pear here in part asiny own counsel, and until I re- 
quest counsel 1 propose to defeud myself, the 
prisoner then resumed his seat. The manacles were 
then placed upon his hands, and the court, at 1:45, 
adjourned until to-morrow.

Being president he 
Was ln a position todo vast harm to the republic, 
and he was doing it by the unwise use of patronage, 
ind the Lord and I took the responsibility of remoy- 
ing him.

No doubt there were thousands of republicans that 
feltas I did about General Gartield’s wrecking the 
repudlican party last spring, and had they the con- 
ecption, the nerve, the brains and the opportunity, 
they would have removed him. Ji of all the 
world was the only man who had the concep- 
tion. On the trial of my case propose 
to summon some Of the leAding politicians of the 
republican and democratic parties; also the leading 
New York and Washington editors, to show the 
political situation and the perils which  sur- 
rounded the republic last spring.

He has debauched more yeung women, broken up 
more reputable families, and cansed more misery 
by his stinking fanaticism and licentiousness than 
any man of hisage. Had Noyes had his dues he 
would have been hung 30 years ago for crimes 
committed with his own flesh and blood, and it 
would have been a godsend toa great many decent 
people if he had been. During my residence in the 
Oneida community I, like most of the meu in that 
coneern, was practically a Shaker. Noyes was the 
only man who had full swing among the females 
of that concern, and he took them all in above 
10 vears. Mr. Scoville is developing a theory of he- 
reditary insanity. which may have an important 
bearing on thiscise. Insinity runsin my family. 
My father had two sisters and a nephew and a niece 
in an insaneasylum. He himself was a monoma- 
niac for twenty-five years onthe Oneida commn- 
nity. He could see noevil in that concern and no 
good outofit. He thought Noyes a greater man 
than the Lord Jesus Christ. He was rational 
enough outside of the community idea, Onthathe 
was a lunatic. He would get greatly excited 
in discussing that, and look and act like 
a wild man. All this time he was a 
good business man. Ile was cashier of a 
bank and attended to hisduties promptly and faith- 
fully. It was owing to his fanaticism and insanity 
that 1 got into the Oneida community when a boy. 
Once under Noyes’s influence it was impossible to 
getaway, and } lingered there in the greatest dis- 
tress for six long and weary years. 1 wasin tiie 
community from 1860 to 1866. Since then I have 
known and cared nothing for them. One Smith, 
whom I knew there, has taken upon himself to 
write on this case, and among other silly and im- 
pertinent statements, he says I was in the habit of 
connecting my name with the words ‘Premier 
to England,’ ete. These statements are false. 
My futher was a frequent visitor at the com- 
piunity, but never residedthere. He wanted to go, 
but my stepmother opposed it. [ wish this Oneida 
community business to pass into oblivion..

Thou- 
sands of brave on both sides were 
shot deac during the war, but no one 
thinks of talkimg abonutau assassination. There was 
a homicide, i. e., a man was killed. Butin my case 
the doctors killed the late president, and not me, so 
that there is not even a homicide in this case. The 
president wus simply shot and wounded by an in- 
sune man.

There is not the 
first element of murder in this ease. To con- 
stitute the crime of murder two elements must Co- 
exist; 1. Anactual homicide. 2, Malice. Malice 
in law ormalicein fact.

There is no honmi- 
cide in this case. and therelore no malice in law. 
Malice in fact depends on the circumstances at- 
tending the homicide. Admitting that the hite 
president died from the shot, which 1 deny as a 
matter of fact, still the circumstances attending the 
shooting liquidate the presumption of malice either 
in lawor in tact.

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DEATH OF ONE OF THE TRAIN 
ROBBERS. 

A Victim of Sensational Literature—The Fool Who 
ould Have Gold for His Bonds Robbed—The 
Crimes and Casuadties that Were Com- 
mitted in the Coufitry Yesterday.

eral days ago he became gloomy, and going to Dr. 
Lenow, prison physician, complained of being 
sick. Upon examination the physician disecover- 
ed that the man was not suffering from any 
perceptible disease, but that his pulse was 140. He 
to the hospital, where every care was 
given him. He revived after atime, but every cue 
could see despair written on his countenance. He 
entered the prison cheerfully, and lightly spoke of 
the long term of his sentence, butaftera while a 
letter came.

THE NINTH MASSACHUSETTS. 
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Investigating Their Conduct on the Trip to Vork- 
town. 

Boston, November 16.—The committee appointed 
to investigate the rumors and charges concerning the 
conduct of the Ninth Massachusetts regiment while 

presented its report 
The report first pro- 


on its recent trip to Yorktown 
to Governor Long yesterday. 
nounced as false anumber of the gravest rumorsand 
charges, inciuding the statement that one hun- 
dred men’ were locked up at Richmord; that the 
authorities that cify wrote an  oflicial 
letter on the conduct of the regiment 
to General Hancock, and that General Lee 
ordered the regiment out of line atthe review. The 
commission think there is little ground for charging 
members of the regiment with bad behaviorin 
Washington, and as to their conduct at Yorktown, 
they have the assurance of Generals Hancock and 
Mitchell that no official complaint or communica- 
tion of any kind against the regiment was made. It 
appears that the commission of the acts of miscon- 
duet on the way from Boston to Yorktown, outside 
of Richmond, were committed in a spirit of hilarity, 
sometimes boisterous and carried to excess,but they 
seemed to have been no worse than ia general- 
ly found arfong traveling bodies of troops ,on octa- 
sions of a similar uature. 

As to their misconduct at Richmond, the commis- 
sion are constrained to believe that the men wearing 
the uniform of the Ninth regiment comrnitted, in 
quite a number of instances, various acts of mis- 
conduct, none of which they can approve and some 
of which they most emphatically condemn. The 
acts were very different in kind and degree—some 
simply violating the sige ae sense of decency and 
others being of a much graver nature. Munch of 
this misconduct was sport only, but often boister- 
ous and carried to excess; some of it was from 
ignorance of good breeding abd some of it clearly 
the result of overindulgence in drinking. The 
acts seem to have been committed by one or more 
individuals, in squads of from five to fifteen or 
twenty men, while wandering about the city, un- 
der permission given, because ne provision had 
been made for refreshments during the unexpected 
delay between the arrival and departure of the 
train for Yorktown. 

The commission reeommend that the colonel of 
the regiment be required to make individual, thor- 
ough and searching investigation, with a view to 
fixing the guilt upon and discharging the men re- 
sponsible for the alleged dishonorable conduct.

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In a Sad Life Drama—How Mrs. Edwin Beoth Passed 
Peacefully Away. 

NEw YORK, November 16.—The death of Mrs. Ed- 

win Booth was by no means unexpected. She had 

been in ill-health for over two years, suffering from 


a pulmonary affection, and while in company with 
her husband on his turopean tour was brought to 
death’s door in London. During Mr. Booth’'s last 
ehgagement in this city Mr. MeVicker rented the 
house 13 West Fifty-third street, and Mrs. Booth, who 
Was then staying with her husband at the Windsor 
hotel, left that establishment and went to reside 
with her father, Mr. Booth remaining at the Hotel 
Brunswick with his daughter, Edwina, by his for- 
mer Wife, who is his constant companion, 

About flve weeks ago Mrs. Booth became worse, 
and since that time has been confined to her bed. 
Mr. MeVicker, who is really but Mrs. Booth’s step- 
futher, said to-day: ‘Mary passed away yesterday 
very quietly, and, contrary to our expectations, 
suffered very little pain at the last. At3 p. m. the 
doctor left her, and she soon after sent for me and 
requested that Il should write a letter for her. I 
then saw that she was very weak, and set about do- 
jug as she had requested. She almost immediately 
after this fell into a peaceful slumber. While 
l was writing my wife called me, and 
suid she thought Mary was dying. I saw at 
once that there wasa ccange, and vending over 
her said: ‘‘Isit allright, daughter?’
